A cheerful svn ard Nebraska breez-
es had hardencd Wednesday's track
until it presented a hard fast surface
for Thursday s 1aces. The wind had
Increased over the first day and was
blowing a otiff bieeze from (he north-
wWest,

To the music of two bands, to the
joyful race clamor from the overflow-
ing grand stand and crowded paddaock,
the second day's raccs were rung on
by Starter M. M., Sorenbergcr. The
harners everts of the afternoon’s pro-
gram wei2 the 2:27 trot and the 2:25
trot or pace,

The judges for Thursday's races
were' B, I. Parkey of Sjponeer, W, C.
Celey of Creighton, Alex Peters of
Norfolk The timers were Woods
Cones of Pleree, D, D. «Brunson of
Norfoll, G. W. Box, Sloux CQity.

After White Wings, the swift trotier
from O'Neill, had taken the first heat,
Lady V., n ceusistent little trotter won
the first race of the afternoon, win-
ning three straight heats.

greeted with encouraging applause,
White Wings, the O'Naill favorite,

madling terrorists, A trunk which
Hampartzoomian had in Lowel]l has
been brought here and its contents nimy
throw some light on the Investigatlon
Once the assassin ls convineed thint he
wits more of a tool than a pateiol, the
poliee expect him 1o wake diselosay
that will make easy the wiplng out ol
a dangerous gang.

O the three additional Indictmenta
aganst Martoogessian brought in b
the grangd jury, two charge attempted
robbery, as did the original indict
ment, and one alleges extortion, Th
latter charges that the priest was re
spousible for at least one of the hlack-
matling letters which goiekly followed
thio death of the rog merchant,

The letter was mailed in Noew York,
on the afternoon of July 22, the day
that Tavshanjian shot, It was
written in red Ink, i the Armenian
lanpuage, and wes signed by the sym
bol of the terroriats, three hands witn
daggers uplifted, poised above a red
heart, The letter Is as [ollows;

“Death Warrant—"The executives of
the Constantinople Armenian Revolo
tonary Terrorists' organization con
demn to death Haroutian Gulbenkinn,
Gulabl Gulbenkian and Patrick Gul
benkian, the three brothers who en
tirely have deaf ears to all appeals
for national freedom. Our executlve
board, having given its decislon to
Haroutian and Gulabl Gulbenkian in
America, gives them twenty-four
hours' time to decide between thelr
duty and death.”

The letter is dated:
ple, June 27, 1807."

Following the letter is a postscript,
also in red Ink, which reads as fol
lows:

“Although neither prison nor hang-
ing can prevent us from fulfilling our
duty to the end, it s necessary that
you should know. If you betray this
letter or cause harm to one hair on
the heads of one of us, against that
consider your whole family wiped
out."

Before this letter came Haroutian
Gulbenkian, who 18 the accusing wit:
ness against the priest, had received
& blackmalling letter demanding $.5.-
000, but bad not complied with the
demand.

The sense of the indictment is that
the priest either sent the quoted let
ter or caused it to be sent.

Hoosevelt Sends Mim on His Way
